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AN UNESCAPABLE TAX

Uni w risty ot Illinois 
The one tax no one escapes is 
the road lax. It makes no differ­ 
ence whether it is [laid in money 
to build roads or whether it is paid 
in increased gasoline and repair 
bills, or in increased prices of com­ 
modities because of excessive haul­ 
ing costs on poor roads, but paid it 
in one way or the other. 
It has been truly said “you pay 
for good roads whether you have 
them or not and you pay more Tor 
them if you do not have them than 
if you kIo.” Thus money paid into 
a road fund that is honestly and 
efficiently spent on road improve­ 
ments will be less in amount than 
that exacted by the unimproved 
roads in excessive costs of auto­ 
mobile operation and in the depre­ 
ciation of the vehicles, not to men­ 
tion the inconvenience, discomfort, 
and greater hazards to safety on 
the poor road.

The article com ­ 
pared American holiday practice

day observance of all holidays is 
general. The author, in comment- 
ing on American practice, said: 


holiday every fourth year. For le­ 
gal and banking purposes each Sat­ 
urday afternoon and Sunday also 
are regarded as holidays. All courts 
are closed and no legal action (oth­ 
er than police) may be taken nor 
may banks collect on notes which 
fall due on a holiday date. Those 
holidays which happen to fall on 
Sunday are observed on the follow ­ 
ing Monday. 
“The advantage of observing all 
I holidays on Monday is so obvious 
that it is a wonder that the prac­ 
tice has not been instituted before 
now,” Mr. Braun said. “Holidays 
would be longer—and safer because 
of the elim ination o f a need for 
haste, business would benefit be­ 
cause there would be no mid-week 
break in the continuity of 
com ­ 
merce and those holidays 
which 
m erit special observance would re­ 
ceive it.” 
The proposed hills would affect 
only those holidays which are now 
observed with a shutdown of activi­ 
ty by hanks, other business houses 
and 
the 
public 
schools. 
Those 
which are marked only by special 
exercises and services, or special 
days such as election days, would 
retain their present character.
